BYLAWS -- Copies of the proposed By-Laws were handed out. 
Discussion followed on the revisions. Questions relating to the bonding 
of the Treasurer, insurance and other matters ensued. It was determined 
that the proposed new By-Laws should be referred back to committee. A 
request for additional volunteers for this committee brought responses 
from John, N8GNL and Tim, KA8VIC. 

The Treasurer's report was given and accepted. The minutes of 
the last meeting were accepted as published. 

FIELD DAY -- Shirley, KA8Y, expressed SCuSe te over the lack of 
response to her request that operators in this year' S$ Field Day contact 
her. A show of hands was requested and it was apparent that there would 
be many operators there. Equipment and help needs were stated. Shirley 
made a motion that the Club provide $200.00 for Field Day expenses which 
Was approved.

Bill, WB8NAQ, asked about Club ARRL affiliation. Glenn, WD80MW, 
reported that the Club has lacked the 50% ARRL membership that it needs 
to become affiliated. It appears from the trend in the renewals, that 
we may now get the 50% we need. 

ELECTIONS -— The election ballot counting was completed. Rick, 
K8SCL, reported that two members, Dave, N8ETY, and Tom, KV8M, have 
chosen not to accept a position should they be elected. Rol, K8ATQ, and 
Ed, N8ERA, were elected to three-year terms. There was a tie between 
Dick, WD8ISB, and Dirk, KA8VTO. Dirk requested the two-year term due to 
his possible relocation back to California. Dick would then fill the 
remaining three year term. 

EAP ACCEPTANCE -—— Rick, K8SCI, read a letter addressed to the 
Club from the Cuyahoga County Division of Social Services, Office of 
Emergency Assistance and Planning (EAP). This organization fills the 
gap left by the deorganization of the County DSA. This letter dealt 
with the forming of a working relationship between the EAP and the 
NCARC. Bob, W810, made a motion to support this relationship. 
Discussion followed on concerns about the (undefined) commitment and the 
past history of the County involvement in disaster planning. Bob 
withdrew his motion and Steve, WB8IKO, made a motion that the NCARC 
commit itself to moving forward and forming support to assist the EAP in 
the best possible manner. This motion was passed. A committee sign-up 
sheet was made available to members who wished to participate in an “EAP 
Committee". It is hoped a speaker from the EAP will be available to 
speak at a meeting. 

Paul, N8CKV, commended the 146.82 group for their excellent 
service in the recent Trumbull County Disaster. 

The meeting was adjourned at 2147 hours.

Disaster brings home 
impact of technology

Friday nights at the Nestor house 
are reserved for pizza, television and 
decompressing at the end of the week. 

Last Friday night started out that 
way. By mid-evening, I was happily 
ensconced in my easy chair, sipping a 
diet soft drink, watching cable TV and 
typing a few notes on my portable 
computer. 


‘ If by now, you are expecting a 
punch line, you are correct. The rest 
of the evening was one of a kind. The 
television program, and my compla- 
cency, were interrupted by reports of 
the tornado activity in Canada, Penn- 
sylvania and northern Ohio. 

Through the electronic marvel of 
TV’s weather radar, I watched the 
path of the twisters, noting with a 


selfish sense of relief that they were 


not headed my way. I turned on my 


amateur radio to see if there was any 


activity concerning the tornadoes. 

- What I heard on the radio was an 
urgent request for amateur radio 
operators to travel to the site of the 
devastation in Trumbull County to 
assist the Red Cross with 
communications. About midnight, I 
packed my radio gear and some cold 
pizza, met a friend and headed for Red 
Cross headquarters downtown. 


I would like to share some of that 
odyssey with you this week, including 
some observations about the role of 
technology in our lives, and a couple 
of comments about computers. 


The first challenge was to decide 
what to take with me. Of course, I 
knew that my portable amateur radio 
equipment would be needed for com- 
munications. I packed the two-meter 
FM rig, a magnetic mount antenna 
and all the spare batteries I could 
find. 

I threw in the camera bag, in case 
the Red Cross needed any photos for 
documentation. I usually keep spare 
film in the freezer (it keeps longer 
that way), so I loaded several roils 
into the bag. 

I instinctively picked up the brief 
case with the Epson portable com- 
puter as I carried flashlights and the 
other hardware on the first trip to the 
car.

Then I turned my attention to the 
personal items I might need on the 
trip. A jacket, a change of clothes and 
socks, and a sleeping bag’ made their 
way to the trunk of my car. Within 
very few minutes, I was en route and 
in radio communications with other 
hams.on their way to the Red Cross. 

The reason we stopped at the local 
Red Cross office was to be briefed on 
the situation, and to receive creden- 
tials to get us past the police and 
National Guard. Concerned citizens 
and curiosity seekers had already 
flooded the highways into the area, 
creating a massive traffic jam. 

The first item of technical interest. 
was that one member of the group, 
who was driving a four-wheel-drive 
vehicle, was asked to transport a gas- 
oline generator to supply electricity to 
the headquarters building in Warren. 

In the aftermath of the tornadoes, 
there was a total absence of technical 
resources I had been enjoying earlier 
in the evening. Electrical service was

We arrived in Warren about 4 a.m. 
to find the town entirely dark. We 
contacted the Red Cross on the radio 
to-receive final instructions. They told 
us how to get there, and cautioned us 
to be careful since there were no 
stoplights or other lights to indicate 
crossroads. 

There was a tremendous amount of 
activity at the Red Cross headquar- 
ters. I heard later that there were 
nearly 2,000 volunteers, including 


_ about 50 amateur radio operators. 
By the time we arrived,. the initial . 


emergency measures had been com- 
pleted. Medical treatment had been 
provided, and the homeless had been 
taken to shelters. The Red Cross per- 
sonnel told us that the hardest work 
remained to be done. 

Most of the hams were assigned to 
damage assessment patrols. I 
installed my portable radio equip-: 
ment in a local volunteer’s car. Cathy, 
the driver, had grown up in Newton. 


Falls. When she couldn’t contact her 
family by phone, she drove from 
Akron to see that they were safe. Then 
she came with her sister to help in any 
way she could. Russell, a native of 
Trumbull County, served as the navi- 
gator on our team. 

Each team was assigned: a-section 
on the map to survey for damage. As 


- we drove, we took notes on what we 


saw: -A power line across the road, a 
bridge impassable, a house or com- 
mercial building destroyed. As we fin- 
ished each sector, I radioed the infor- 
mation to the headquarters, where it 
was recorded and psed to plan the 
cleanup activities that would follow. 


The degree to which we rely on 
technology was brought home to me in 
those few hours. Without electricity, 
the gasoline pumps were inoperable, 
causing transportation problems. 
Without telephones, individuals could 
not request assistance or report prob- 


Without the usual services, day-to- 
day problems can rise to crisis pro- 
portions. Police and fire vehicles had 
no communications because of dam- 
age to central antennas. About noon, a 
volunteer had to drive across town to 
the hospital to summon an ambulance 
to the scene of an auto accident. 

By Saturday evening, more ama- 
teur radio operators arrived, so we 
were able to go home, driving past 
mile-long lines of cars at the few gas- 
oline stations with electricity res- 
tored. 


On the long drive home, we talked 
about some of the ways that high tech 
could have been helpful in this crisis. 


Computers could have been of bene- 
fit in collecting information and coor- 
dinating efforts. I had forgotten all 
about the Epson in the trunk, since I 
didn’t have-any disaster. relief. soft- 
ware. Maybe that is an idea worth 
pursuing in the future. 

One result of last weekend’s experi- 
ence was that I gained a greater 
appreciation for those comforts that 
technology brings us. More impor- 
tantly, it reaffirmed my faith in my 
fellow man. A heartfelt thanks to the 
Red Cross, the amateur radio opera- 
tors, and all those who came out to 
help.

BINARY FILE TRANSFERS 


Many packeteers want to transfer binary files 
using packet radio, and this is one of the 
"Services" that will be demanded of future packet 
networks. Several recent messages on Compuserve 
HAMNET discussed attempts to use telephone data- 


transfer protocols like XMODEM and KERMIT to 
transfer data over packet-radio links. The delays 
introduced by the packet channel make these 
timing-sensitive protocols nearly useless. The 
packet-radio community needs to agree on a simp] 

buc expandable protocol for binary transfers. 7@ 
protocol need not detect or correct errors, sinc 
the AX.25 link will take care of these things. 
The protocol must provide a means for the sending 
Station to find out when the receiving station is 
ready, and it must provide some data-transparent 
mechanism for detecting the end of the transfer 
(some kind of byte counting mechanism, perhaps). 
If you are working on such a protocol, it is time 
that you made it public. Consider writing an 
article for one of the packet radio newsletters.

FINDERS, CONDUCTED AN ENFORCEMENT CAMPAIGN IN THE DETROIT, MICHIGAN, METROPOLITAN AREA AGAINST ILLEGAL RADIO 
JAMMING OF A LOCAL AMATEUR REPEATER. THIS INVESTIGATION WAS INITIATED AS A RESULT OF NUMEROUS COMPLAINTS FROM 
HAM RADIO OPERATORS ABOUT DELIBERATE INTERFERENCE TO THEIR COMMUNICATIONS IN THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE (ARS). 

THE AMATEURS PROVIDE VOLUNTARY PUBLIC SERVICE ON THESE FREQUENCIES FOR SUCH PROGRAMS AS SKY WARN TORNADO WATCH 
AND THE RADIO CIVIL EMERGENCY SERVICE (RACES). 


CRIMINAL COMPLAINTS WERE FILED ON MAY 7, 1985, AGAINST THREE OF THE FIVE OPERATORS. U.S. MARSHALS, IN CONJUNCTION 
WITH THE U.S. ATTORNEY FOR THE EASTERN DISTRICT OF MICHIGAN, ARRESTED GLENN L. BARRICK, DETROIT; RICHARD SZABO, 
FARMINGTON HILLS; AND ROBERT J. KING, REDFORD TOWNSHIP. BARRICK AND SZABO WERE CHARGED WITH OPERATING ON ARS 
FREQUENCIES WITHOUT A LICENSE, AND KING WITH OPERATING CONTRARY TO COMMISSION RULES. ALL THREE FACE A POSSIBLE 
MAXIMUM SENTENCE OF ONE YEAR IMPRISONMENT AND A $10,000.00 FINE FOR EACH OFFENSE. 


TWO OTHER OPERATORS INVOLVED IN THE DELIBERATE INTERFERENCE WERE KEITH MORIN OF SOUTHGATE, WHO RECEIVED A $750.00 
NOTICE OF APPARENT LIABILITY FOR UNLICENSED OPERATION, AND BERNIE 8. SLOTNICK OF HARBOR SPRINGS, WHO RECEIVED AN 
OFFICIAL NOTICE OF VIOLATION, LOOKING TOWARD POSSIBLE REVOCATION OR SUSPENSION OF HIS ADVANCED CLASS AMATEUR 
LICENSE OR IMPOSITION OF AN ADMINISTRATIVE FORFEITURE UP TO $5,000.00.
